 £Europe,with other particular 
accidents. 


From Rome the 10. of December. 
Entle Reader, 1t euer you will be plea- 
ſed, now is the time ; for you ſhall nor 
hauca word of preamble, nor circum- 
 Jocution: For the Letters and Dutch 
Corantos arc come ſo thick into our 
hands this weeke, that we can ſpare you no waſt 
paper,if we would. They write then from Naples, 
that the Gallics formerly ſent to Meſſina, are re- 
turned backe againe without ſurpriſing any Py- 
rates: onely they haue left behinde them in S#cz/ia 
Captainc Simon Coſts, to make Marchandize of a 
ſhip taken in the Levant from rhe Turkes, eſt-c- 
med rich: but why it was folde rather in Sic2/7e, 
then Naples hath raiſed a rumour of fome diſcon- 
rent : notwithſtanding , the Souldiers were all 
muſtred vpon the arriuall of the Gallics, and had 
thcir pay , but were not quite diſmiſſ:d, tor all 
the Winter approached. To this is added, chat 
160, Chriſtian Slaues formerly taken by the Gal- 
lies of Biſerts, were recouered againe by thoſe of 
A2 Malta, 
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3 CHIN CAVE, 
Malta, the Pope hauing beſtowed bothapparrell 
and money vpon them , they were of Poloziaand 
Moldanta, and fo taken by Turkes , put-into the 
Gallie; of Africa, © DPW, 
Another Letter writes of thirty Pages, whoar 
the Popes Coronation attended him to 4aterae, 
and were now rewarded wit ric!yap>arell, and 
chaines of gold, being aduaunced ro bce of his 
gvard cf Horſe. That the Prince Saw; Ceſars 
Ambaſtadour, hath-returned-this meffage to y7- 
exna, that iis Hoiinefſe hath promiſed to ;ffift 
him the next: Spring againft BrhelewG bor, and 
all che Heretickes ct the world, and in th&meane 
while hee wiil ſerd out indulgenees 10 gather iz; 
what money hee can. Thar after this Ambaſhey 
Sawelli was madc a'Conncellour of Staretor the 
Empire, ' and one of the Lords of Czſars Cham- 
ber. Thatthe Marqueſte De/7afto cane to Nap'es, 
and ſubmitted himeltc, 'and to wascommirred 
priſoner to Caſtel zeno, there to cleare theacculſn- 
tion againſt him for practiſing the deathvof the 
Marqueſſe Doria. An@ thatthey write from Spare, 
that thereare tydings oubot the 2ſt Trades to this 
purpoſe : how vpon thediſcouery of the Coaſts 
clearenefle in thoſe parts; as if the Hollanders had 
taken ſome other courſe,the treaſure was ſhipped 
to goe to Panmia,and fromthence to be tranſpor. 
ted ouer land.to Yanns,and:fo to come from coaſt 
to coaſt, which although would proue a teadious 
lourney, yct the{ecurity was preferred, confide- 
ring the bufineſle of Ezrgpe required money, and 
the Fleet was Ticker by toure Millionsthen'in for- 
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mer times; to Which WAradded: that diners fmal- 
ler veſſels were come before both to Sexi/l and 
Lisborne, where moſt of the aduenturers for rhe 
Weſt /a4/a imployment remained, or had their 
Factors. nag

parith Church of Sc. 2ſartize, in which the Pro- 
teftants ſtill preached. That the S:zgnory had de- 
termined a remoue of Embaſſadours, namely, 
that Marks Antonco Morifinireitdent at the ape, 


_ ſhouldpreſently go as Ordinary into France, and 


that the illuftrious Signeour Aliſo Contarint 
ſhould be ſent into Hard. That at Mellane were 
lately arriued Colon?ll Berlizger with three Em- 
bafſadors fromthe Cartons of the Catholike 
Swifſſers to treat with the Gonernour concerning 
theſhutting vp of the paſſages that they of Beaxe 
ſhould be diſabled to relecue the Grz/ozs,as alſo 


howthe Garriſons ſhould be diſcharged without 


the affrighting the Inhabitits,or vſing vniuſtifia- 
ble aQtions to pay t} emſclues.Other Letters treat

ro receiue, and rathermay be namcd diſcourſes, 
then Gazets or Corextoes, | will nor alter their pro- 
perty,but plainly tell you in Engliſh, what they 
ſay in Icalian. | | 
You have formerly heard, that before the 
death of Oſman, he was met vponthe borders of 
Polaxd with apoore Army in compariſon of his 
owne, and ſo ſtopped at Chotis a very little For- 
treſſe, which he was enforced to relinquiſh vnra- 
ken, and ſo he aduanced forward into the plaine 
countric, but was there alſo ſo oppeſed by the 
Chanccllour of Poland, that he could not make 
his Ianifaries to fight, though he had aduentu- 
red his perſon farre beyond h1s quality, and in- 
deed ſhewed a brauing and extraordinary ſpirit ; 
whereuponat his returne to Conſtantinople, he not 
only denicd them their donatiue, which for all 
their former cowerdice, they audaciouſly im- 
portued to recciue, but complorted with Delauzr 
Baſhaw, a man newly aduanced to be Viceer,how 
to diffolue this order vtterly, and bring in ſome 
other new ſouldiers out of 4fizs, which ſhould 
be more conſtant and better goucrned then they. 
This man you muſt know, was neuer bred at- 
Courr, but trained vp in 4ſiz, and ſo ſent for to- 
goc with the Emperour into Poland, for his great 
wiſcdome and warlike bchauiour,whereby in the 
end he was aduanced, and Huzein Baſshay then 
regnant diſcharged. 
In this height of gouernment his thoughts; 
ſoared as high to aduiſe the Emperour, how he 
| ſhould 
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ſhoulibo commanding Monarch (for as: the 
caſe ſtood, he yer lincdat thewill and diſpoſing 
of the Ianizarics, whom he burthened with ma-' 
ny opprobrious,and yet well deſcruing tearmes, 
and therefore there could beno better way then. 
to intertaine the Timatriors of Damaſcus, and 
thereabouts, of whom 4o0000.in pay ſhould be- 
ſufficient not only: to-defend his perſon. as: a- 
guard, but alſo-to goc tntothe field, and kecepe a 
greater army inawe, andbetter diſcipline. 

This plot or proic& was ſowell entertained of 
the Emperour, thathe proteſted ſecrecy, and re- 
ferred the mannaging of all affaires ro the new 
Viceer, who to proſecute his pretences vnder-. 
hand, raiſed warrein A4/ia,and ftirred Emiy de Z at- 
aa to rcbellien, to ſupprefle whom the Emperour 
mult goe in perſon, but then it was obieQcd. by 
an vaderſtanding Mufti, that that could not ſort: 
with their ends, conſidering that the body of the 
Janizarics being kept together, would ouerſway 
any power ſhould be raiſed againſt them :;where- 
upena priuate iourney was deuifſed to Meche: 
whether the Emperour would go in pilgrimage, 
bur here the A/tridge hiding her little head,. 
could not obſcure her great body. For the 
melting of plate, ſaddles , Church ornaments, 
Lampes, furniturc of houſes was too grofle an 
oucrture for ſo holy a iourney,and indeed might: 
ſccmeto be the cauſe of the whole diſcouery, lo 
that the Janizaries quickly apprehiended the mif- 
chicfe, and trembled againe to beſo necre an vt-- 
terdeſiruRtion: but being impudent and irregus |

nefſc, to ſerthe wholeſtate in combuſtion; and. 
ſo as you haneheard in many diſcourſes, theſe 
monſtrous impicties:and; helliſh murders ' fol 
lowed, r.the death of that:braue and yourhfall 
Oſman 2 .the ſlaughter of Delawir Baſchaw: 3. the 
aduancing of 24uſtaphs, who brought in new 
Gouernours; and a womans wit (his mother I 
meane who had maried her daughter 'to Daozxr 
Zaſshaw) had like to haue beene as inficcious 
to the Orhbowan Family, as the Ianizaries: After 
rhis followed the death and {laughter of all theſe 
againe: For, Hazein Baſshaw Gouernour Graz 
Gatro comes to Conftantinypleto be reuvenged on 
the murtherers of Of:nay, and ſo all that ſtood in 
his way, orwereaccefſary te the former villany 
were {laine, except Mu/tapha, who was againe dee 
poſed, andhismother who tooke SanQtuary: 
then was Amaralh a younger brother aduanced - 
and Hezejr Baſshaw made himſelte Viceer in de- 
ſpight of all thereſt, whereby you may ſee in how 
lictlea time this great Empire ſuffered ſo many 
changes, and makethis vſc, that all the king- 
domes of the world are ſubie&tro alteration, and 
the God of heauen is only to be relyed vpon, 
who cxalteth the humble and meeke, and pulleth 
downethe proud from their ſupernall ſeats. 
Now for all this advancing ef Amwrath, and 
laying hands of many delinquents that were faul- 
ty inthe death of O/mway, the Empire is not quie- 
iced, but rageth like a high ſea after the winde, 
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feemed to be allaied : For about Michacltnaſſe"laſt 
the Ba/5haw of Arzirum, and the Baſshaw of Bagader, 
pretending that the death of Oſzxaz was not lutfici- 
_ ently reuenged, and that the whole flate lay fick vn- 
der careleflc and deſperate phiſitians, who preferred 
their owne priuate ends, before the publike good, 
raiſed ſeucrall Armies, and came ſo audatioufly for- 
ward, thatthe young Amma was compelled to 
proclaime them rebels and Trayrors, if they pro- 
ceeded: but this was a ſprinckling of water and ſea- 
coale fire , for their fury increaſed with their armies, 
and with ſtrange prevailings they came neerer and 
neerer to the great Citic, whereby the Emperour 
and all the reſt were put into a great fcare and afto- 
niſhmenr. | | 
But by this time the 7a/zartes are acquainted with- 
all,& acquaint themſelues,that they are the origirals 
of theſe troubles; and therefore without furcher 
conſulting, or direQionsof the Yiceer and princi- 
pall M#ſtz, chey put themſelues in armes. and march 
into the fields of Afizagainſt theſe Byſ5hawes, whoſe 
_ cauſe I willnot diſpute, nor make colleQtion of any 
circumſtances, that may make the ſtory roo long , 
burtin two encounters there were 15000. Ianizaries 
{laine, and thereport of the miſchicfe, made ſuſpi- 
tion of more miſchicfe, a very tyrant to torture the 
peace of the whole ſtate, which now began to re- 
couer her priftinate glory. 
Whereupon, though peraducutute the Empe- 
rour could haue been contented to bea remembran- 
cer concerning his brethers former deſignes, yet 
durfthenot gtue way to ſuch vniuſtifiable ons of 
wages kn —_ ED” bis 
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his ſubte&s,and ſo once againenot only proclaimed 
theſe two Baſhanes traytors, butrecalled all rhoſe 
forces, that he had appointed for Bechelczs Gabor to: 
march into Nat:4;a againſt theſe preſumptuous re- 
bels, who yet maintained their aCtions and Apolo- 
gies for thcmſeclues, thatthe Emperour being ſo 
young, and the Common-wealth diftrated, they 
are no traytors,vntill he who muſt make them fo,can. 
diſtinguiſh betweenrebels, and the louers of the ho- 
nour of Oth:3w4. In this manner ſtand the affaires of 
Turky, and in this manner writes that Letter from. 
Venice being dated the 13. of December, now indge 
thy ſelfe ( gentle reader ) whether I hauenort choſcn 
the better part-inrefufing the Corapts, which was but 
a poore abſtract of the buſineſle,and expoſing an ho- 
neſt letter, which hath ſome ſubſtance and helpfull 
diſcouery. Now to make an end of this Letter, the 
letter ends with this, that the recalling of theſe for. 
ces marching towards Hurgary, made Bethelews Gabor 
ſuſpect, he might be diſappointed, and ſo he was 
compelled to hearken after a ceſſation of armes, 
which is both contradicted, and allowed in ſeucrall 
Corantos; but becauſe you ſhall 1udge of the truth by 
probability, I will proſecyte the bufines concerning 
the Emperour and Bethelerm Gabor, as I finde the let- 
ters bothfrom P7enna and Pragne. 
From Viennathe 15. of December. 

he laſt letters from Yzenna acquainted you with 

akinde of Truce.or ceffation ofarmes between 

the Emperour and Bethelems Gehor, yea named 


certaine articles, ypon which the treaty was groun- 
ded, with the o1d Count Thorze his obſtinacy, who: 
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was comming ftom Hurgery by the way of $Yc/ia a- 
gainſt Prague, and aduancing the King of Bohemyaes 
Colours in cucry place, with taking an oath of obe- 
diencevnto him of all ſuch as he knew, cither for af- 
f{cQtionor feare fauoured the Emperour. Bur theſe 
letters ſeem to be more intelligent, and by way of 


- diſcourſe afford you reaſons hy Bethelem Gabor con- 


ſented to a parley concerning a ceſſation of armes, 
and of diuers other accidents;with new propoſitions 


_ of peace, orelſe he would preſently goc forward, to 


which purpoſe, I will thus Yerbatimz {et you downe, 
whar is ſeucrally written. 

The firlt Lercer tend<th ro this purpoſe,that while 
it was wondred at, what ſhould be the reaſon why 
Bethelem Gaby comming ſo hotly forward euen a- 
gainſt winter, ſhould on a ſudden make a ſtop as it 
were in his full carterc, letters came from Conſtantizxo- 


p!e, chat the Grand Srpnzar hearing of the approach of 


hisrcbels of A4fia toward the great City, madea ſtay 
of allfuch forces, as were inareadines to goe into 
Hungary to aſlift Bethelems Gabor, and the Yiceer com- 
manded the Baſshawes of Hungary to be very prout- 
dentin keeping their ſouldiers together, leaſt the 
King of Polend taking aduantage of rheſe diſorders 
incuery place, ſhould malt ſome incurſions for the 
Emperours behalfe into Hungary: VVhereupon the 
Prince of Tranſiluants preſently recalled part of his 
Army, which conſiſted of Turkes and Turkiſh Hun- 
garians,who were already cntred into Xſorania, but 
as they were vpon their march, the newes came to 
Newheuſal, that much prouiſion was come out of 
Turky by the way . of Epirus into Tranſuuania, to 
which was addcd, that the Marchants ot Ragaſa had 

Bag =o ſent 
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fent him a great preſent, and that the Wagons were 
neere Bethelem Gaboys campe; this was fo diuulged 
in Nezhexſall, that the Governour Efterhaſi for the 


Emperour* reſolued vpon ſome braue enterpriſe, 
and ſo with ſufficient forces, while the Turkes in 


Morxauiamarched another way, came to the bridge, 
made ouer the Darow,and there in a fortunate con-. 


fli&, notonly ſurpriſed 8. or 10. Wagons lJoaden 
with Scarlet, Sables, and other rich commodities, 
bur killed 600, men, and in his returne tooke mucly 


cattell, corne, and other prowfton Irom thoſe, who. 


had rcuoſted from the Emperour, all which with 
many prifoners ( whom he loaded with Irons) till 
Ezſarspleafures were knowne, he brought ſafcly in- 
to Nerhenſal,to thereireſhing of the Garriſon, and 
comforting the affrighted Inhabitants : nor came 
this good ewes alone,butbrought with itas good, 
that the Lord Nadzſs:; vnderftanding tht the 'Cran- 
filuanians were departed AZorania, quartered his 
Horſe in their vacant places, and ſent vp other for- 
_ cesas farre as Aftenberg in Huxgary, there to remaine, 
till they were to be diſpoſed. of by the Emperours 
command:8 thus much concerning the rſt Letter, 
Another Letter writeth tro this purpoſe, that 
whereas the Emperour propoſed certaine conditi- 
ons of peace to the Prince of Tra»ſuauania, and ſent 
him word what he ſhould truft vnto, they were 
flighted , or negleed, and others ſent to the 
EmperourbyB £rusisxm Ganor, whoſe mel- 
ſengers made ſuch ſpeede, and dealt ſo cunning- 
ly in the conneyance of their bufinefle, that 
they were entred into #7erra ;. before the: Court 
knew of their comming , which was taken Rea 
| | taat. 
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that the Port and Oy) Laid , by which they 
entred, were examined abour it, and found faulty 
by their negligence, ſent to priſon, and moſt of the 
Souldiers put in Irons, where they yet lye, the Am- 
bafſadours or Meſſengers were notwithſtanding wel- 
commed,and quickly admitted into the Emperours 
priuy Chamber,and there publiſhed rhele articles, 

That the Kingdomes of Hungary and Bohemia, 
ſhould be produced to their priſtinate formeof Ele- 
Aion. 2. That the two Dukedomes of Oppelen and 
Katibyr im SHefia, ſhould bee reftored againe to the 
poſſeſſion of Bethelem Gzhor. 3. That all the Berg- 


ſtrate, or the Townes vpon the hills betweene Auſtr/n 


and T7azjiluaniz, ſhould be laide open, as they were, 
and fo rather Gabors patrimony,then the Emperours. 
4. That ſatisfaction ſhould be made to the Prince of 
Tranſiluaria, for all his warlike expences, canftdering 
the wrong was offercd him by the Emperovr, in cx- 
cluding him- out of Ziazgery, and planting Spaniſh 
Gariſons in the Cities, after they had choſen him 
King. 5. That the Emperour ſhould diſmiſſe all 
Strangers out of Huapary. 6. And that there ſhould 
be ſufficient Hoſtages, or ſecurity giuen for the per- 
forming theſe conditions : but what anſwere was re- 
turned orconcluded vpon,is not certainly knowne. 
Athird Letter commeth ina manner from Conftax- 
{izople, aſſuring,that the Emperors Ambaſlador Led- 
ger there, writ vato Czſzr, that both Bethelews Gabor 
and olde Cour Thorne, had preuailed with the Yiceer 
for forces into Hungary, by this occaſion. They had 
ccrtefied the great Turke, thatthe Emperour was re- 
folued vpon the ſuppreſſing his Rebels,and reducing 
the Prouinces, not onely to expell the Turke our of 
TI RS 2 Hungary,

Hwungary, but to reps Nel anis, Trauſuudnis, and 
walachia, with Seruia and Bulgary, or at leaft to reduce 
them to ſuch a ſtate , as neither Turke nor Tartar. 
ſhould infeſt them further, yea,they afſured him,thar- 
if he were not preuented, he would driue the Orhopny 
family out of Europe. This was long ſince vrged to 
Muſtapha, who thereupon graunted them beth ſup-. 
plies, as you haucheard, but newly intimated to the. | 
young Prince Ammwrab : little was anſwered , becauſe 
the rebellion of Afia, recalled the Emperours forces 
cuery where ts Conſtantinople, by which occaſion ma-_ 
ny Chriſtians were releaſed , and the Imperiall Ar- 
mics ſet ypon the ſtraglers, and flew diuers Souldiers 
in ſcucrall places. EEINEY 
A fourth Letter aflureth , that the Lord of Doaa,. 
Ceſars Generall in SzYeſia, came lately to Yienna with. 
this newes , that the 4000. men which were muſtred 
in Szlefia, were comc into Aſ-raja, and there toyned.. 
with Colalto, and Morte Negro, who in ſeucrall en- 
counters had ſet vpon the ſtragling Turkes and killed 
1200. releaſed 1009. priſoners, and put many to the 
{word : within foure dayes after, the Count of Negre- 
20nte came to Vienna, and aſſured his Mateſty, that 
the Lord Efterhafi had ilaine 800. Turkes more in 
another encounter , and driuen the reſt ro Bethelens 
Gabors ſtanding Campe, who is in perſonat Thirpz, 
much diſcontented at theſeflaughters of his men,bur. 
more exaſperated, when kis Ambaſſadourreturned 
to him from jen with this certificate, that in ſtced. 
of che Empcrours accepting of his conditions, there 
were ſ{c:1t vnto him certaine Articles to be performed 
on h1s part, orclſe the Emperour would neuer yceld 
70 any pacification : namcly ; 1, That Bethelem {90% 
Ou 
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fhould releaſe Ai hace in this laſt innoua: 
tion, or intruſion into Hungary without ranſoms. 
2. Thathee ſhould deliuer into his Imperiall hands 
the bodies ofhis Rebels, eſpecially the Marqueſle of 
Jeg pendorff: the rwo Counts Thorns, father and ſonne ; 
Lunpenbu: g,and dijuers others. 3. That he ſhould de- 
fiſt trom the title of king of Hupary, orſtiling the Pa- 
latine king of Bohemia. 4. That heſhould repairethe 
Townes, which had been broken and ſpoiled on their 
borders. 5. That hee ſhould preſently depart with 
bis Army out of Hargary. 6. And that he ſhould ne- 
uer more aſſiſt any ot the Enemies to the Empire, or 
fuch as durft preſume to revell againſt Ceſar. 

Now you tjat reade theſe two Letters, indge your 
felues , what likelihood there 1s of a peace betweene 
the Emperour and Bethelem Gaboy , ſtanding vpon 
ſuch contrarious propoſitions, and peremptory Ar- 
ticles: Yet the Letters ſay further , thatvpon the 
Empecrours proclaiming, ſome new aduantages in 
theſe lat encounters,alchovgh he had loſt many men 
before; to the endangering his ſcuerall Armies. The 
Lantsgraue of Heſs Mauritius, had written an Apology 
vato him, to iuſtthe his innocency, that hencuer de- 
termined to difturbe the Empire. The Duke of 7#7+- 
tenberg had ſent diners Preſents to Ceſar, with cight 
Oxc heads of Wine, a great veſlell ſo named. The 
Marqueſle of Badex bad fubmitted himſelfe : and di- 
uers others come vnder the obcedicnce of the Empe- 
rour: ſo that it ſhould ſeeme,th:t there is grear like- 
lihood of preuailing againſt his aduerfarics. Nor- 
withſtanding,the ſame Letters confeſle, that Betheles 
Gabor is at Thirne. with 25000, ſtrong.. Olde Conn

expected, but warre, bloud, and reuenge: therefore 
as any buſinefle is diſcouered truly, you ſhall be ac- 
quainted with rhe accidents : but I beleeuc,the colde 
weatherwill as yet aftord you colde newes, and ſo I 
paſſe oner the Letters from Y7emna. 
From Prague the 12, 0f December. 

Rom Pragwe we haue alſo ſeuerall Letters, out of 
j which thoſeabſtraCts may be colle&ed, that vp. 

on thereport of Bethe/em Gabors being inArmes, 
and Count Thorxs approach to the Citie , all was in 
vprore, and the Emperour ſent his brother the Arch- 
duke Charles to pacefic the troubles, but there was no 
diſputing with faCQtious and turbulent men without 
an Army, therctore both to defend the Countrey, 
and Citic, hceplaced ſenerall Regiments ncere one 
another, that they might quickly riſe vpon any Ala- 


rums, namely the Saxifþ xo00.horfe 1n the circuite of

That Mansfeild is riſen to refreſh himſelfe in a 
new-quarter, and although many Souldiers, eſpe- 
cially the French, runne from him , yet doe other 
French-men come to him , landing art ſcuerall 
places of Holland. 

That in Amſterdamare there certaine Compa- 
niesmuſtered, and trayned. of zo0.a-picce,and all 
Muſqueteeres : they are for the Weſt 1na{es. 

That all the Forts and townes, which were in 
Count Marsfeilds hands, are deliuered backe a- 
_ eaine into the States hands of :Embden, who with 
a contribution from oraer places, disburſed three 
hundred thouſand Florins rowards his remouing, 
and when he went away, they ſay, that with the 
' Duke of Br anſwickes Company,they were twelue 
thouſand Foote, and fiue thouſand Horſe , but the 
whole Armie did not march together, but diui- 
ded themſclues into feuerall quarters. 

Thar all the Nauie for the Weſt 12dtes, bee- 
ing ſome of Horne, ſome of Enchaſen , ſome of 


Hardeowickeand other Maritine townes,are put to

Ther Letters, which come from the towne of 
Amiterdam, and are ſent of Sileſia , dated 
the firſt of 1aznary , containe thus much : 
That Bethelem Gabor becing in perſon in T hir- 
24 , in Hungary , and vnderſtanding, how the 
Lord of E#erhaſ; had ſurprized ſome of his Wa- 
gons , and cut off his men , muſtered his Army, 
and aduanced ſo ſpeedily forward , that heeſer 
vpon the Imperials ( as infringers of the Truce ) 
and not onely recouered a rich Booty , but pur 
more to the Sword than hee accuſtomed : For 
hee was wont to ſpare the Germanes , and ran- 
ſome ſome priſoners , which hee now did nor; 
yet were the Wagons of Scarlet, and Sables, 
ſent to Yienna, as a preſent to the Emperour : 
ſo that there is nogreat boaſting on either ſide , 
for both the Emperour and Gabor receiue reci.- 
procall dammages , and are compelled toflic to 
the ſtronger Townes , lying.in one anotkers way 
fo intricately , that the Armies are as it were 
mingled , and haue cnemics both behinde and

Hey alſo write from Spaine,that the King hath 

' hired, or compelled divers ſhips to ſerue him, 
for the conuoying the Siluer-Fleet home, which 
is at Sea, and ſo watched by the Hotlanders, who 
haue beene difcoucred at Havana, that they are 
affraid of an Encounter; and ſo make the more 
haſte out of the Ports of Spazxe : but they get no 
Mariners, and as it ſhould ſeeme., it is a bad Coun- 
trey to muſter Soldiers; yet are ſome Turkiſh Pj- 
rates brought in daily , and many Sea-fights are 
made vpon the Coaſt of Sparne. 

There are alſo Letters come from Dort and 
Rotterdam, who certifie, that divers Hoyes, with 
French Run-awaies from Mansfeild, landed there, 
hauing formerly purpoſed,cither to goc home, or 
ſerue the States of Holland;but hearing that Manſ-

feildand Brunſwick were on foot, they onceagaine 
- went to Delfft-1ſell, and ſo to Oxer-1zell, and ſo to 


ioyne with Hansfeild,it he will entertaine them, 
That Hansfeild was come with ſome Regiments 
to Jewerden,;but by reaſon few Victualers followed 
the Campe, his Army was in diſtreſle; wherevp- 
on it was feared, he would forrage the Country, 
and liue vpon the ſpoile.

That the Gouernour 
of the Caſtle of Sparenburg was cometo the Hage, 
but had little countenance, and lefle entertaine- 
ment, becauſe hee deliuered the ſame ſo ſoone.

the Gariſon, and forhereare onely two Compa- 
nies of the Marqueſle of Brandenbargs in the Ca- 
 ftle. Thatthe Duke of Newbarz is ſolliciting at 
Bruſſels, Thatthe Arch-Dutches Souldiers,diſper- 
ſed inthe Land of Galick, Berck, Clene, and other 
newtrall places, ſhould.deſiſt from firing of hou- 
ſes,and ſpoyling of Orchards,which being ſpared, 
; hls to relecue the Country and the Soul- 
iErs.

TT He Letters from Br//els affure vs, that there 
is great Conſultation dayly, and many dan- 
gerous ſpecches giuen-out by the Teſuites, that the 
Emperour and the French King will be reuenged 


prefently vpon the Hereticks. That the Duke of 


Newburg was royally feaſted , and his demands 
wellliked of. Thatthe Souldiers were by this time 


in Garifon, and yet Jay cloſer then they were ac-

diers are come from his Holynefle into Clexe, 
wherewith the Burgers are ſo taken, that rhey 
haue lodged them in the empry houſes, as ſanti- 
fied creatures : for which conrtefte, they have 
difpatched a Meſſenger ro Rome, to certifie how 
well they were inrertained. Thar diuers Paſquils 
were ſer vp againſt rhe Ieſuites, which were quick- 
Iy pulld downe againe, and the Court isnot ſo 
pleaſant as it was, That the King of Sweden ma- 
king vnuſuall preparations, they of Daxſck and 0- 
ther Haxs townes ſuſpect themſclues, and prepare 
their fortifications, with all martiall prouiſton :
